INTRODUCTORY 


GAIN, this booklet is planned for 
AG It adopts your point of view. 

It gives you hitherto unpublished 
facts upon which to base your own con- 
clusions. It is not cluttered up with 
fictitious values. 

This is our 29th annual catalog. With- 
out a large following of satisfied custo- 
mers our business would have ceased 
years ago. So, of course, we thank them 
all. 


Color value is the prime ingredient for 
winning sectional, divisional and higher 
championships in the shows. If the color 
does not please, why should one buy it. 
Even a show exhibitor will not want such 
a variety unless he feels the judges may 
be so awed by a 30” flowerhead, a 7” floret 
or a 26 bud spike or 12 open florets as to 
overlook superior color. However, since 
we began to break down the color item 
percentage-wise for specific analysis, 
judges in America are definitely weighing 
color points more and more consciously. 
Less and less often do the judges err by 
giving the nod to a spike with one more 
bud, one more open or with a bit longer 
head as against another with a color value 
many points its superior. 


When reading “test reports” relating 
to new horticultural material, the back- 
ground of the testing program should be 
understood by the reader. There are long 
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existing, highly reputable “perpetual” 
horticultural organizations engaged in 
testing new horticultural material, in- 
cluding gladiolus, such as the Council of 
the Royal Horticultural Society (RHS) at 
Wisley Gardens, England, Trial Grounds 
of the Netherland Gladiolus Society at 
Haarlem, Holland, Ballarat Horticultural 
Gardens in Australia. The Dominion Ar- 
boretum at Ottawa is doing good work 
with gladiolus. 


The test program of the Ohio State 
Gladiolus Society, a corporation not for 
profit, had a good chance for perpetuity 
under the Valleevue test gardens set-up 
where the lands of Flora Stone Mather 
College, a department of Western Reserve 
University, are held under a grant for 
botanical and horticultural research, ed- 
ucation and recreation, and were used 
under the joint sponsorship of the univer- 
sity, the Garden Center of Greater Cleve- 
land and the Ohio Gladiolus Society. At 
the moment, however, with the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Manley as horticulturist in 
charge of the Valleevue program, lack of 
interest by the Woman’s College to select 
his successor spilled the testing programs 
back into the laps of the various separate 
flower organizations, dahlia, iris, glad- 
iolus, ete. 


A variety has around thirty different 
characteristics to consider, relating to 
form, color, size, height, strength, sub- 
Stance, season, bulb health, propaga- 
tion, etc. No cataloger can spare the 
time and space to describe them all, 
but we can and do report a glad’s most 
interesting features and you may defi- 
nitely assume, in the absence of specific 
mention of some undesirable traits, to the 
best of our knowledge and belief, the 
traits or habits not specifically mentioned 
are above the “satisfactory” level. 


When you note a Commercial “A” 
rating reported in this Guidebook, you 
may rest assured that, under normal 
growing conditions the variety wiil have 
a good stem, good flowerhead, passable 
to superior color, good propagation, good 
bud separation, good access to cutting 
and ability to open well in water from 
spikes cut with but little bud color. 


We do not issue a fall list and we do 
not solicit “pre-catalog” orders. Most of 
them require later revision because of 
abandoned varieties and price reductions. 
We do recommend that you place your 
order soon after receipt of this Guidebook 
to avoid, in so far as it is possible, the 
disappointment of sold out items.

GLADIOLUS TRIALS 1956 
OHIO STATE GLADIOLUS SOCIETY 


Herewith the 14th annual report of 
Gladiolus testing under the supervision of 
Thomas R. Manley, Horticulturist, 6 years 
in West Virginia, 3 years under the spon- 
sorship of Western Reserve University at 
their Valleevue Farm, Chagrin Falls, 
Ohio, the last 5 years under the direct 
sponsorship of the Ohio State Gladiolus 
Society at the H. O. Evans’ farm, Solon, 
Ohio (also in the Chagrin River Valley). 


Duplicate O. S. G. S. plantings have 
been grown by Mr. Manley, 3 years at 
Burlington, Vt., and the last two years at 
his farm, Liverpool, Pa. In ’56 in Ohio, 
one of the coldest, wettest growing sea- 
sons on record with a great deficiency of 
sunlight. Many summer nights were in 
the low forties, too cold for normal speed 
of bud development. Blooming dates were 
1-3 weeks late, just the reverse of the ’55 
season. 


Mr. Evans made an extra good test 
garden display at the state show, Cleve- 
land, that included a large array of the 


beautiful “Butterfly” type glads with 
florets mostly in the 3-4 inch range and 
followed with equally good or even better 
displays at the “Chagrin Valley” show 
(this year at the Solon Town Hall) and 
the “RI-SDLG” show at Aurora. 


At the Pa. planting, 350 miles to the 
east, similar conditions prevailed. Mr. 
Manley sums it up—‘A good growing 
season and a good bulb crop though it 
seemed to be raining almost continuously, 
too wet and cold for ideal growth or for 
ascertainment of maximum potential pos- 
sibilities of new varieties”’.

COLOR AND SIZE CLASSIFICATION 


The color separations as adopted by 
the North American Gladiolus Council 
in 1946 was last revised in 1952. 


So we brief them here because it will 
enable you to make judicious use of our 
method of cataloging varieties in 


Thus the first digit of the 3 digit 
number indicates the size range of the 
floret of the gladiolus in question. 


SIZE OF BULB TO BUY 


If economy be the aim, do not rely on 


their own color groups where the variety 
descriptions and prices may be readily 
compared. Ever since our first catalog 
in 1929 we have done so and the trend 
in this direction is increasing. 


This brief will also give you a rather 
complete understanding of any gladiolus 
show you may visit in the U. S.

small bulbs to give wholly satisfactory 
blooms. The small bulbs will all bloom 
but medium bulbs amost always give far 
better than “medium” sized spikes of the 
given variety. Our descriptions usually 
indicate whether or not the variety is an 
exceptionally fine producer of blooms 
from the smaller sizes. 


Commercially, bulbs are graded into 
6 sizes. Size 6 is under % inch diameter 
and other sizes range up to every % inch, 
the number 1 bulb being 1% inch up. 
Catalogs commonly offer bulbs as L 
(large) (sizes 1 and 2) (1% inch up); 
M (medium) (sizes 8 and 4) (% to 1% 
inch); S (small) (sizes 5 and 6) (%4 to 
3%, inch) and Bits. (bulblets, the little 
hard shelled cormels which cling at the 
roots of the. bulb)

represents the color group. The second 
denotes the depth of color within the 
group. If the color is without conspicuous 
marking this last number will be even. 
If the color has conspicuous marking the 
next higher odd number will be used. The 
color variations refer to the revised 
Fischer Color Chart.
